Logan Serenaded- 


WASHINGTON.'^. C., June 23.—The ex-- 


soldiers and sailors resident in W.ashlng-; 
ton serenaded General Logan Saturday 
evening. They assembled at the City 
Hall, and forming iu platoons of twelve 
marched, headed by the Marine Band, to 
the General's residence on Twelfth St., 
where a crowd of 2,000 or.3,000 citizens 
were, already assembled. The procession 
was liberally supplied with banners, rock- 
ets, liomun candles and noise-making 
devices.

OOT 11 YBAB8 AT JOtrET. 


As was stated in Saturday's issue of'the 


RKPOBMOIS, the case of The People vs. 
John Q. Adams, wht» hod bis trial for the 
alleged murder of Joseph Cooper, at Ma- 
roa, on Thursday evening, Sept. 6th, 1883, 
was given to the jury at 11 B. m. that day. 
They wore out thirty hours before reach- 
ing a verdict, which was done at 4:15 
o'clock Sunday afternoon, and this morn- 
ing at 7 o'clock the verdict was presented 
to the court. The jury found the defend- 
ant guilty of inanelanghter, and fix«d 
the penalty at 


11 YEARS IN THB PBNITBNTIABT. 


Last evening a telegram was sent by 


Sheriff Foster to Judge Smith at Cham- 
paign, telling him that the jury had 
agreed, but he didn't receive it. Howev- 
er, he oame to Decatur on the early train 
this morning, and being informed that 
the jury had agreed, he 'directed that 
court be opened.: John Adams, looking 
pale and anxious, was brought over from 
the jail by Sheriff Foster. The counsel 
present were Hugh Crea, for the people, 
and Judge Nelson, for the defendant. 
Deputy Clerk MoOlellan was at his sta- 
tion, and a few spectators- stood about as 
the jury filed in in charge of. Bailiff Mc- 
Whinney. The verdict was handed to 
the judge, who opened it—11 years in the 
penitentiary, for manslaughter. Those 
watching Adams noticed that he heaved 
a sigh of relief and that a bright look 
came into his eyes and spread over Us 
countenance. The jury was not polled 
by Judge Nelson and no motion was 
made for a new trial. After the verdict 
had b'een entered on the docket, Judge 
Smith discharged the jury after its con- 
finement of 43 hours, and court took a
